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Broadcasting of Race Results 


Editor’s note. In its issue of August 2, 1947 Tut BLoop-Horse reprinted, from the 


radio magazine Broadcasting. an article by Jeremiah Courtney on the above subject. 


Under date of February 28 Mr. Courtney sent THe BLoov-Horse the following article, 


which is by way of being a sequel. 


The author, formerly employed by the Federal Com- 


munications Commission, is now a member of the Washington radio law firm of Courtney, 


Krieger and Jorgensen. 


The vexing legal and policy problems 
raised for broadcasters in devoting a large 
part of the broadcast day to horse racing 
results programs have recently been the 
subject of extended comment by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. — Al- 
though the FCC comments were vouch- 
safed in passing upon a specific applica- 
tion for station renewal. they have, never- 
theless. served to clear the atmosphere 
considerably on the propriety of carrying 
this type of program since the comments 
represent the first formal pronouncements 
on this subject by the Federal agency 
regulating all broadcast stations. 

Although the dissemination of racing 
news.* including results, is clearly not 
illegal, the nature of the peculiar problems 
raised by these racing programs stemmed 
from the widespread belief that they con- 
tributed to off-track or illegal betting in 
two principal ways: 

(1) By aiding bookmakers. to whom 
prompt results service is indispensable, 
in keeping their losses within predeter- 
mined limits by laying off large bets with 
other bookmakers in the light of previously 
known incurred losses, and in other ways: 
and 

(2) By stimulating betting on the part 
of the public by the general interest in 
racing activities engendered by the pro- 
grams and through the prompt results 
service which makes it possible for the 
winning bettor safely to expand his play 
while the loser not infrequently does like- 
wise in an effort to get even again. (This 
last psychological trait, which leads most 
losing bettors to risk far larger sums in 
losses than they would essay to win, is so 
well known to all gambling house opera- 
tors that it is regarded as the “hidden” 
percentage uniformly operating in favor of 
the house with the same inevitability as the 
mutuel take at the track, or the zero and 
double zero of the roulette wheel.) 


Under such circumstances, a_ serious 
question was presented whether the carry- 
ing of afternoon-long racing programs 
satisfied the obligation imposed upon every 
broadcast licensee to operate his station in 
the public interest as a condition of his 
continuing authorization. 

The question was sufficiently grave to 
Warrant station WWDC of Washington,

D. C., to file with the Commission on Oc- 
tober 13, 1947, a petition for a declaratory 
ruling that it would “not place in jeopardy 
its authority to operate WWDC and WW 
DC-FM by the broadcast of race results, 
including prices over those stations, dur- 
ing such periods of time as such informa- 
tion may be continued to be broadcast over 
other stations in the Washington metro- 
politan area.” 

WWDC’'s station license was also up 
for renewal at or about the same time its 
petition for declaratory ruling regarding 
the horse racing programs was before the 
Commission for decision. After reviewing 
station WWDC’s over-all program schedule 
and noting that it “affirmatively gives 
recognition to various substantial needs 
and interests in the community.” the FCC, 
in a decision dated January 30, 1948, 
granted its renewal of license application: 
but dismissed the petition for declaratory 


ruling on the ground that no separate 
decision could be given on these particular 
programs divorced from the over-all re- 
view of the station’s programs. as given 
in consideration of its application for re- 
newal of license. 

Although thus purported not to pass on 
the express question raised regarding the 
propriety of carrying horse racing pro- 
grams, the FCC nevertheless considered 
these programs, and in considerable detail. 
as one element of the station’s over-all 
operation; and, in renewing the WWDC 
station license, certainly can be said to 
have squarely held that no broadcast 
licensee jeopardizes his license simply 
by broadcasting race results. 

Observed the Commission: “Obviously, 
where a particular type ‘of program serv- 
ice is intended and designed to be of 
assistance in the carrying on of activities 
which are themselves illegal, such a pro- 
gram service would not be in the public 
interest. But a judgment of that char- 
acter must be reached with care and cir- 
cumspectness, for many legal activities 
may be, in a manner entirely beyond the 
control of those who present them, sub- 
verted by others to illegal ends. The 
intent or design to assist the carrying on 
of illegal activities must therefore be 
reasonably evident.” 

The Commission then stated the sound 
general principle that one of the various 
interests that might require fulfillment by 
the station license in arriving at a well

The late John Hervey wrote that since 
1886 when Tremont, Hanover, Kingston, 
Firenze, and King Fox came out, nothing 
to equal them had been known until 1930 
when Equipoise, Jamestown, Twenty 
Grand, Mate, Epithet, Vander Pool came 
out simultaneously supported by others 
which did sparkling things upon occasion. 


Of this great crop Jamestown was the 
champion 2-year-old. He won in succes- 
sion, the Flash (118, easily), United 
States Hotel Stakes (122, 1:1135), Sara- 
toga Special (beating Equipoise 2% 
lengths at equal weights, 122, 1:11%), 
and Grand Union Hotel Stakes (130, 
1:1144). In the Hopeful Stakes Jamestown 
(130) met his only defeat, finishing second 


to Epithet (117). Jamestown came back 
in the Futurity Stakes to again defeat 
Equipoise, each carrying 130 lbs., with 
Mate (122) third. He was headed only 
twice at two, once by Epithet in the Hope- 
ful and once in the Futurity when Equi- 
poise bumped him in the stretch. 


At three Jamestown won the Withers 
(1:36%5). Poor races in the Belmont and 
Shevlin Stakes showed that he had com- 
pletely lost his form, which he never re- 
gained except for a few exceptional per- 
formances. At four he carried 120 lbs., 
ran a mile in 1:3445, then forced Equi- 
poise to set an American record for a mile 
in 1:34%. Jamestown started 19 times, 
won 12 races and $189,685.

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HE birds are coming North. So are the horses. Along 
with the horses will ride the fear of a new outbreak of 
equine infectious anemia, or swamp fever. “The horses leav- 
ing the winter racing grounds may include a few diseased 
animals to spread the infection, Or those which stayed in 
the North may include carriers which will infect others. 

The time or danger is near at hand, and every owner, 
trainer, breeder, groom, track manager, racing commis- 
sioner, and veterinarian—and every newspaper man— 
should be alert for signs of the virus which brought about 
the No. 1 disaster of racing in 1947, 

There is no reason for horsemen to live in daily dread 
that an epizootic of swamp fever will sweep the country 
this year, or even that another outbreak will occur on the 
scale of that of 1947 in New England. ‘Thanks chiefly 
to the vigorous work and realistic policy of authorities in 
New Hampshire, the principal danger is passed. 

But there is very little chance that the last “Vhorough- 
bred carrier of swamp fever has been destroyed. “Vhere 
were too many leaks before the quarantine was set up. ‘Vhere 
were too many cases revealed for us to suppose that some 
cases did not escape detection. ‘The probabilities are that 
cases of swamp fever went into several states outside the 
New England area. ‘Thoroughbreds, indeed, are such 
itinerants that the whole country may have been exposed. 

For instance, the Washington Horse, monthly publica- 
tion of the Washington Horse Breeders’ Association, re- 
ports, in an article by Ed Donohue in the March issue, that 
swamp fever exists in that State. The preliminary diagnosis 
was made November 7. It was confirmed officially on 
January 30, after blood tests had been made. The article 
does not indicate that the horses were ‘Thoroughbreds, but 
a virus cannot read the stud book. 

Washington will not be the only state. The danger 
signals are up everywhere. And if the disease happens to 
spread considerably in 1948, the Thoroughbred may be 
held largely responsible. 

In Kentucky Dr. William McGee (of Hagyard and 
Hagyard, Lexington) is scanning the list of health certifi- 
cates of horses shipped into the State, and conducting blood 
tests whenever they seem advisable. 


But some animals

may be vanned into the breeding areas without health certi- 
ficates, and it is highly important that these be reported to 
Dr. McGee, who takes the sensible view that, while an out- 
break is unlikely, it will not remain unlikely unless horse- 
men are vigilant. 

The greatest danger of all is the sort of secrecy and 
furtiveness which characterized the policies of some race 
tracks in 1947, “The quickest way to exterminate swamp 
fever among Thoroughbreds is through full knowledge of 
every case which develops. ‘To hide a case of this disease 


in 1948 will be a crime against the common welfare. 


Note on an Implied Promise 


O* February 16 William G. Helis announced to the 
press that he would win the Santa Anita Derby with 
Salmagundi. He did. 


On the same day he announced that he was very much 
impressed. with California racing. Maurice Bernard, of the 
San Francisco Chronicle, quoted him: 

“T am happy to be a part of it. Some tracks are a dis- 
grace to racing. I mean the New York tracks particularly. 
It’s a crime the way they operate those tracks. 

“You can quote me on that and I don’t care if they 
rule off my stable.” 

It is unlikely that Mr. Helis will be ruled off for criticis- 
ing the New York tracks. Nearly everybody has done that. 
‘The authorities in New York are themselves conscious that 
racing’s center of gravity has shifted toward the West, and 
they have begun to pay attention to California methods. 

Mr. Helis did not lay down a bill of particulars against 
the object of his criticism. But what makes his statement 
significant is the fact that he holds a very strong interest in 
several race tracks, including the Fair Grounds at New 
Orleans, Suffolk Downs at Boston, and the recently pur- 
chased Tanforan, in the suburbs of San Francisco. 

Implied in his statement is the promise that he will see 
that these tracks have racing superior to that in New York, 
or that the management and supervision and over-all contri- 
bution to racing will be better. When he has achieved such 
a goal we shall owe a salute to Mr. Helis.

Horse Players and Sun Bathers; 
A Derby Hope Named Billings 


CoraL GABLES 


Tropical Park had a bright, hot after- 
noon for its opening, but with a wind 
which rattled thé fronds on its horse- 
players and palm trees. On the matter 
of palm trees, Hialeah and Tropical Parks 
do not see entirely eye to eye. At Hia- 
leah, in addition to taking the coconuts 
off the customers, they carefully remove 
them from the palm trees. The theory 
is that maybe one would fall on some 
meditative citizen who would afterward 
claim that he was stunned in the middle 
of a successful show parlay. At Tropical 
quite a few trees were suffered to retain 
their fruit, maybe because this late in the 
season the tourists would hardly notice 
this kind of rap. 

The pure art of horseplaying, as prac- 
ticed at Jamaica, say, has been corrupted 
in Florida to some extent by a cult of sun 
worship, and large numbers of customers 
come out early and char themselves 
around the place. The idea seems to be to 
expose as much territory as is practical 
by local standards, which are lax. You 
see many of the male citizenry industri- 
ously immersed in their Racing Forms, 
with their trousers pulled up as far as 
anatomy will permit. The effect is not 
lovely, since the male hind leg is no thing 
of beauty. 

On the female side, which I approach 
with diffidence, it seemed to me that that 
part of the clientele which would have 
looked best in sun suits wore the most 
clothes, and vice versa. Otherwise Tropi- 
cal’s lawns were a fresh and untrampled 
green, dotted with brightly painted chairs, 
and before the horseplayers arrived they 
looked most attractive. The track isn’t 
big, but it’s a very pretty one. 

There are no normal forms of wild life 
in the Tropical infield, but the manage- 
ment has handled this problem with re- 
markable ingenuity. By putting betting 
windows behind the tote board, and sprink- 
ling the place with blue beach unbrellas 
and tables and chairs and benches, it 
attracts several hundred horseplayers 
there. Some of them are almost as color- 
ful as flamingos, they are much more 
motile, and it is not necessary to import 
shrimp from Louisiana to feed them. Also 
it seems likely that splitting the horse- 
players into two groups which can watch 
each other will eventually be a salutary 
influence. 

The season at Tropical is being watched 
with a considerable professional interest. 
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Opening day was good, with nearly 12,000 
patrons, and a pari-mutuel handle of about 
$750.000. But Florida’s winter denizens 
are now pouring northward steadily, and 
you have to know a man to get a seat on a 
train. The season runs halfway through 
April. so the closing weeks will be in 
conflict with New York and Maryland, and 
for a few days, Kentucky. So on the 
score both of horses and horseplayers, the 
pickings arent going to be good. There 
is some agitation for a 105-day season, 
which would mean 35 days to each track 
and a program which would end about 
April 1. 


CAROLINA. Conversation about letting 


Assault wait until the winter broke in 
Kentucky seemed reasonable enough, since 
he had been clipped for Florida. But 
arrival in Columbia made for scepticism, 
for the temperature was hovering on the 
edge of freezing. He won't be much 
colder in Kentucky than here, so he may 
ship any time now. Warren Mehrtens, 
who is here galloping horses, said last 
Saturday morning that Assault was striding 
out freely again, not going choppily as 
he did after he came back from Florida. 

A visitor in the stable trained by Max 
Hirsch is a 3-year-old colt owned by R. W. 
Mellvain, and named Billings. He’s a 
big. strong, clean colt, and he can run. 
Last year he ran three times, won one 
race, was third to Citation and Salmagundi 
in the Elementary Stakes. Mr. Mcllvain, 
who was down to see him last week. 
promptly put him in cotton for the Derby. 
After he finishes here, he goes back into 
the hands of Howard (Babe) Wells. If 
he should, for instance, beat Better Self. 
this is going to be regarded with mixed 
emotions. 

Better Self, however, looks capable of 
taking care of himself. He has grown 
some, and his forehand has developed. It 
may be remembered that sometime back a 
colt named Brevity won the Flamingo 
Stakes, and was hailed as a wonder horse. 
Max Hirsch beat him with Bold Venture 
in the Derby. Now Citation has won the 
Flamingo Stakes, and is hailed as a wonder 
horse. Hirsch is perfectly willing for 
history to repeat. But he says quite 
frankly, “Citation looks better to me than 
Brevity ever did.” What he means is that 
Citation looks worse to him. 


Several of the 43 horses—King Ranch, 
A. J. Sackett, Breckinridge Long, John A. 


Bell, Jr. are the principal owners—which 


Hirsch has here are Derby nominees, in. 
cluding Safe Arrival and Task, but aside 
from Better Self the best hope is Mr, 
Sackett’s Gasparilla, winner of the Walden 
Stakes last fall. hardly handsome, 
for though he eats well, nothing much 
comes of it. He has a sister here, a 2. 
year-old, built just the same way. 

One of the smarter-looking 2-year-olds 
is a brown filly by *Challenger 2nd— 
Nasca. She hasn’t been asked for enough 
speed yet to permit any judgment to be 
formed, and about all I can say for sure 
about her is that she doesn’t like dogs— 
one went into her stall confidently while [ 
was there, and all of a sudden began yelp. 
ing like a pack of beagles and came out 
at a dead run. 

The weather at Columbia hasn't been 
good this winter, though it doesn’t seem 
to have held back the horses much. Just 
now it is particularly unfortunate. for dur- 
ing a warm spell in late February the 
horses got about half shed off. and the 
new cold weather must seem a little grim. 
As far as I could see nobody has got down 
to really fast work yet, but most of the 
stables are about ready to begin it. A 
couple of warm days, and they'll start 
setting them down. 

Note on a name: a 2-year-old filly in 
the Hirsch stable is by Jack High—Up the 
Hill. She has been named Pail of Water. 

Note on another name: an exercise boy 
here, who has indifferent success about 
returning to the stable at the same time as 
his horse, is known locally as “Off and 
On Shorty.” 


DO-GOODER. It is noted that Albany, 
through whose portals pass some of the 
dumbest racing bills in the world, legisla- 
tion is being considered which would 
compel a trainer to state, at the time of 
entry, whether his horse was in to die, or 
was to gain exercise and experience. I am 
surprised that an amendment was not 
added making it obligatory for a citizen, 
upon first registering to votg, to declare 
whether he intended to commit any crimes 
or not. 

This is a fair example, however, of the 
legislative myopia of persons who will 
make any sacrifice to protect the racing 
public except reduce the take. I almost 
wish the bill would pass, just for the edu- 
cational effect it would have on the legis- 
lature. 

Several interesting lines of speculation 
develop from this, like a five-horse race in 
which all five were in for experience, not 
to win. Or how anyone with the basic 
naivete required to make any such pro- 
posal ever managed to win an election. 
If this happened anywhere else, this ob- 
server would be innocently amused. But 
being now a legal resident of New York, 
and as such to some extent under the 
control of a legislature with ingredients 
like this, I have a greater temptation to 
shudder.

The Winter’s Leading Horses: 


Notes on Their 


Whenever bright new names appear in 
racing. it is a good idea to see what they 
are made of. Knowledge thus picked up 
at random may come in handy. Usually 
you have only to scratch the surface of a 
pedigree to find the sources of its excell- 
ence. 

The following notes are strictly at ran- 
dom, except that they are based upon the 
principal racing developments on the win- 
ter season, now coming to a close except 
in Florida, where the Tropical Park meet- 
ing is beginning. 


CITATION. This extraordinary colt is 
being appraised generally as the best 
since Man o’ War or the best since Count 
Fleet. I have no vote on that. He is 
certainly the best there is around just now. 

He is by Bull Lea, which can be marked 
down already as one of the great sires of 
the American Turf’s considerable history. 
His dam, *Hydroplane 2nd, was a year- 


ling when the war began in Europe. She 
was raced lightly at two and_ three, 


finished second twice. narrowly beaten, in 
a total of seven starts. Her pedigree is 
about as good as can be put together—by 
Hyperion out of the outstanding race mare 
Toboggan. by Hurry On. Nothing in 
the breeding of Citation suggests that 
he will not be able to get whatever dist- 
ances are required of him in American 
racing. 

Citation is the only horse among the 
leading performers of the winter season 
which is eligible to the General Stud Book, 
except for *Talon from Argentina. 


COALTOWN. The blazing speed of 
this colt suggests that he is the No. 1 can- 
didate to give Citation a contest for 3- 
year-old honors. They are both in the 
Calumet Stable, however, and the Jones 
boys are not likely to run either of them 


ragged trying to catch the other. Coal- 
town is another son of Bull Lea. He is 


the second foal (the first was destroyed) 
of Easy Lass, a mare bred at Calumet 
Farm in 1940, by *Blenheim 2nd out of 
Slow and Easy, by Colin. 

No pedigree was. needed to indicate that 
Easy Lass was an excellent broodmare 
prospect. She ran only at two, won her 
first three starts, was unplaced in the next 
three. then ran no more. Her reputation, 
like that of Coaltown, preceded her ap- 
pearance as a runner; she was an even- 
money choice when she made her first 
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Ancestry 


start, on Memorial Day, 1942 at Belmont 
Park. 

After her third successive win she was 
among the favorites for the Arlington 
Lassie Stakes, but fell at the post, and in 
the running was not persevered with. In 
her last start, back at Belmont Park, she 
finished tenth of 20 in Good Morning’s 
Matron Stakes. 

Coaltown is mostly promise, up to now. 
But it is a brilliant promise. Smaller than 
Citation, and out of a mare with high 
speed but not tested for stamina, he 
appears to have at least as much speed 
as Citation, but not quite so much likeli- 


hood of holding it over the longer dist- 
ances, 
EL MONO. The winner of the Me- 


Lennan and Widener Handicaps is by 
Head Play, and appears to be much the 
best of the get of this good racer, which 
has now gone to California after having 
failed to gain special distinction as a sire 
either in Kentucky or Virginia. Head 
Play’s get, however, earned over $300,000 
in 1947, and the appearance of El Mono 
may help to provide good opportunities 
for him in California, where he stands at 
the Rancho Felicia of J. Walter Thomson. 

Dam of El Mono is Hand Organ, by 
*Strolling Player out of On Hand, the 
dam of Market Wise and Too Timely.

At three Hand Organ won a Class ¢ 
graded race at Belmont Park, but in four 
of the other five races she ran that year 
she was unplaced to top-class fillies in 
stakes races, the Pimlico Oaks, Acorn 
Stakes, C. C. A. Oaks, and Delaware Oaks. 
If there had been a free handicap of 3- 
year-old fillies, it probably would have 
included her among the top 25 or 30. 

On Hand, the dam of Hand Organ, ran 
only once and finished second. Bad ankles 
halted her racing. Her most striking 
demonstration of speed was as a yearling, 
when she worked a quarter mile in 2216 
seconds at the old Kentucky Association 
track at Lexington,

While he was not a stakes 
during the winter, Call Bell was 
narrowly hesten by Salmagundi in the 
San Vicente and Santa Anita Derby. He 
is by *Alibhai, the biggest success of 
many years among unraced stallions. His 
dam, Tuscan Belle, ran ten times without 
winning, earned $350. She is by *Mio 
d’Arezzo out of Two Leggins (which never 
produced a winner), by Manager Waite 
out of Quell, by Vindex. The mare had no 
class, nothing extra in the way of pedi- 
gree. *Alibhai, an extremely prepotent 
horse, gets most of the credit here. 


FLASHCO. The winner of the first 
Santa Anita Maturity Stakes is a 4-year- 
old gelding by Hash out of Contrast, by 
Brooms, second dam by *Donnacona, third 
dam by *The Curragh. The pedigree is 
a mixture of good American and poor Eng- 
lish. Contrast, the dam, won 19 races in 
five seasons and is a full sister. to Indian 
Broom, a horse of exceptional speed. 


MAY REWARD. Winner of the seven- 
furlong San Felipe Stakes over Solidarity 
(by *Alibhai), Salmagundi, ete. By 
Reaping Reward out of Bona Via, by 
*Twink out of Goodway, by *Waygood, 
next dam Ivabel, by *Ogden, fourth dam 
Ivory Bells (dam of Old Rosebud). On 
the dam’s side neither class nor pedigree 
can be scored high. Tentatively, Reaping 
Reward is due most of the credit. 


ON TRUST. Winner of the Santa Cata- 
lina Handicap and beaten by inches in 
two $100,000 races, the Maturity and 
Santa Anita Handicap, On Trust has still 
won a total of $315.220 during his career,

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STAKES AND HORSES 


The Winter Season Ebbs Away; 
Racing Ready for Spring Fervor 


When Hialeah Park closes and Tropical 
Park opens, when horses from the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds head for Oaklawn 
Park. when the Santa Anita Park custo- 
mers swarm into the centerfield and dig 
up $200,000 worth of flowers, winter is 
on the way out. 

Several horses gained stature during the 
meetings, which may foreshadow greater 
accomplishment for them later in_ the 
year. 

Salmagundi was one of them. The win- 
ner of the San Vicente Handicap, and 
more recently of the Santa Anita Derby, 
undoubtedly will be a contender in the 
Triple Crown events. Jockey Johnny 
Longden isn’t sure how good he is: “I 
wouldn’t want to be so bold as to predict 
he can beat Citation, but he’s a mighty 
promising colt.” 

The Derby was the third of Santa 
Anita’s three $100.000 races which missed 
going to California-breds by short margins. 
Flasheo started the frustration by beating 
On Trust a neck in the Maturity Stakes. 
*Talon followed with a nose victory over 
On Trust in the big Handicap. Then 
Salmagundi beat Call Bell a head in the 
Derby. 

Of the older horses victorious in the 
principal Santa Anita features, *Talon 
was well known. Flashco may be heard 
from later on. *Olhaverry, Autocrat, and 
Ou Trust were solid horses last year. Mrs. 
Rabbit. among the 3-year-old fillies, and 
May Reward, of the colt division, showed 
promise. 

In Florida, Citation and El Mono took 
pretty good care of the major purses. 
Rampart got her share, too, and will be 
interesting to watch in the mare and filly 
races up East. 

At the Fair Grounds, Dixiana’s Star 
Reward emerged with a mixed record of 
accomplishment and unpredictability. In 
an overnight race he refused to leave the 
gate, was beaten by 33 lengths. In his 
next start, however, he beat a good field 
by ten lengths in the New Orleans Handi- 
cap. 

Sylvester W. Labrot’s Bovard won the 
Louisiana Derby from Shy Guy by four 
lengths, after having beaten the Dixiana 
colt earlier in the meeting. The Labrot 
3-year-old benefitted considerably from 
his stay in the South, and at the close of 
the Fair Grounds meeting he was a pic- 
ture of athletic fitness. 
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He Chose to Run 


Last spring Dixiana’ stable came 
out with Star Reward. a 3-year-old colt 
which seemed capable of mixing success- 
fully with the divisional leaders. As a 
2-year-old he had won three of his six 
starts. had been second in the other three. 
His first efforts prior to the Kentucky 
Derby indicated a gain in stature that 
might call for a higher appraisal than his 
106 pounds in the Experimental Handi- 
cap. At Keeneland he had defeated a 
moderate field at six furlongs, then ran 
Faultless to a head in the Derby Trial, 
beating Cosmic Bomb, Stepfather, Double 
Jay. and Johns Pride. 

In the Derby he lay close up for about 
a mile, then moved to second, but gave 
way in the last furlong or so and finished 
sixth. During the remainder of his 3- 
year-old campaign he raced very consist- 
ently, but did not succeed in winning. a 
stakes until November, when he beat 
Joe’s Choice and Be Faithful in the mile- 
and-a-furlong Louisville Handicap. He 
had not, it turned out. advanced to any 
marked degree over John B. Campbell’s 
earlier appraisal, but he ended the year 
with six wins and four placings from 11 
starts, and earnings of nearly $40,000. 

In his first start at the Fair Grounds 
this year he was beaten soundly by Seven 
Hearts in the Diamond Jubilee Handicap, 
but he won his second start over Flare- 
back and some others which had finished 
in front of him in that race. 

His third start was a considerable dis- 
appointment to the Dixiana people and to 
Fair Grounds patrons. A 2-to-5 favorite 
over Jack S. L. and Captain Joe in the 
overnight Mississippi Handicap, on Febru- 
ary 21. he refused to break. cantered in 
38 lengths behind his two rivals. An irate 
customer took a swing at Jockey Steve 
Brooks. 

The $25,000-added Louisiana Handicap 
at the Fair Grounds on March 6 saw him 
tackle what probably was his stoutest 
opposition since the Kentucky Derby. He 
was engaging Carolyn A., last year’s 
Louisiana Derby winner; Master Bid, 
recent winner of Hialeah Park’s Bougain- 
villea Handicap; the consistent Jobstown, 
and some other capable handicap horses. 

This time he worked off the energy he 
had saved up in the Mississippi Handicap. 
Brooks rated him well back of the leaders 
until the far turn was reached. Then the 
colt was given his head and responded 


electrically—he was in front by six lengths 
at the top of the stretch, had a ten-length 
margin ever Jack S. L. at the finish of the 
miles. Carolyn A., another slow 
beginner, came from ninth to third in the 
long Fair Grounds stretch. 

It looked as if Dixiana. which has the 
formidable if erratic Spy Song for the 
sprints, might have a middle distance star 
as well. 


Two Calumet Stables 


The Calumet Stable will race at Tropical 
Park until about April 1, and it is expected 
that Bewitch and Whirl Some. crack 2. 
year-old fillies of last year, will make their 
1948 debut at the meeting. When it 
leaves Tropical Park the stable will be 
split. with Ben Jones taking about half 
the string, including Coaltown and _ the 
fillies, to Keeneland, and Jimmy Jones 
going East with Citation, Armed. and 
others. 


My Request Wins at N. O. 
My Request. one of Ben F. Whitaker's 


Kentucky Derby nominees. made his 3- 
year-old debut at the Fair Grounds. New 
Orleans, on March 2, winning the $5,000 
Audubon Handicap. He turned the six 
furlongs in 1:4125 on a sloppy track. 


Two Ways Home 


The last-day crowd at Hialeah Park 
made a 7-to-5 favorite of the entry of Har- 
monica and Sweet Caprice in the sixth 
running of the Black Helen Handicap, 
principal race of the Florida season for 
fillies and mares. Alfoxie was second 
choice and the topweighted Rampart 
ranked third among the favorites. 

Harmonica had run the Black Helen 
distance, nine furlongs. in 1:48445 in her 
stakes victory of January 3 at Gulfstream 
Park, with Rampart soundly beaten. But 
that was a false cue. In the meantime 
Rampart had beaten Armed a_ nose, 
finished unplaced> behind Citation and 
again behind Cosmic Missile, and had lost 
to Assault by a head. Her formidable 
record suggested that she was best of 
Florida’s older mares. and the Black Helen 
verified her ranking. 

Harmonica broke in front. stumbled and 
dropped back. and made no appreciable 
gain thereafter. The early pace was made 
by Pipette and Proud Ruler, both of which 
began dropping back after a half mile. 
They left the race to Rampart and the 
two 3-year-olds in the ten-horse field, Al- 
foxie and Shotsilk. Alfoxie had stayed 
just behind the leaders in the early stages. 
Shotsilk, ridden by W. M. Cook, did her 
running on the inside, close up. Rampart. 
with Mike Basile up, was a little farther 
back, on the outside of the field. 

As all jockeys know, if you stay on the 
rail you may be blocked, and if you go to 
the outside you are certain to lose ground. 
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At the far turn Shotsilk tried to move up 
on the inside. ran into trouble, while Ram- 
part took her disadvantage on the outside. 
Rampart went past Alfoxie in the upper 
stretch and Shotsilk got through in the 
last eighth to dead-heat with Rampart. 

By actual poundage, the two which 
shared the victory carried the highest and 
lowest weights in the field. But the scale 
for March calls for 104 pounds on 3-year- 
old fillies, 123 on 4-year-olds. 124 on older 
mares. Thus Shotsilk carried only eight 
pounds below seale as against Rampart’s 
four pounds under seale. The 4-year-old 
Harmonica. with 118, was conceding Shot- 
silk only five pounds.

J. A. Farrell Dies; 


Manager at Bowie 


Joseph A. Farrell, 71, died at his home 
at Baltimore on March 8. He was 71 
years old. 

Mr. Farrell, who started his business 
career as a hotel manager and real estate 
dealer. came into racing in 1920 as man- 
ager of the club house at Bowie.

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COMMISSIONERS’ MEETING, by Alex Bower 


After 14 Years, NASRC Still 


Provides Racing’s Best Forum 


I don’t know what future was predicted 
for the National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners when it was founded in 
1934. But most likely the hopes of its 
founders were matched by the skepticism 
of onlookers who had seen other well-in- 
tentioned Turf organizations dry up or 
break down. Quite probably nobody wished 
ill toward the NASRC, but only a few ever 
expected it to amount to much. 


examination were not given just cursory 
appraisal. The commissioners quite evi- 
dently had studied them carefully and their 
remarks and objections were in most 
instances pointed and concise. There was 
little of the captious or argumentative. 
The premise that the autonomous state 
groups could not or would not surrender 
power to a central authority still holds. 
There can be no assurance that suggestions 


or policies outlined by the NASRC will 
be uniformly accepted by the racing states. 
But that the collective thinking of the 
NASRC is, on the whole. effective through- 
out racing in the U. S. is evidenced by the 
careful planning and evident sincerity of 
the more active members. It is searcely 
possible for even an indifferent) commis- 
sioner to sit in on the NASRC discussions 
without gaining a greater respect for the 
responsibilities of his job. 

There is no evangelical fervor at an 
NASRC meeting. 
talks. And the members aren't all Brain 
Trusters. Some of them go just for the 
ride. But at the New Orleans session. 
which is the one I have watched most 
closely, there were enough first-class minds 
interested in the good of racing to justify 
a belief that in spite of its inherent limi- 
tations. the NASRC is moving steadily 


Nobody gives any pep 


There were good reasons for 
expecting it not to get any- 
where: 

State racing commissioners 
for the most part are appointed 
without regard for their racing 
background, or lack of it. 

They have no authority to 
commit any of their local powers 
to an interstate group. 

The mechanism of such a 
group would move very slowly, 
since it met only once a year 
and its interim functions would 
be carried on by committeemen 
living far apart. 

At best it could serve only as 
an advisory body, and nobody 
was pledged to accept its advice. 

It was easy to forsee that it 
could become an organization 
with an annual convention at a 
glamour spot, or that it would 
cease to meet at all. 

At New Orleans last week, 
at its fifteenth annual meeting, 
the NASRC showed a strong 
pulse, a steady eye. Before its 
three-day session was much 
more than half over, it had dis- 
posed of the major portion of 
its business. 

This was because its mem- 
bers had worked at their as- 
signments during the year since 
the group had met at Lexing- 
ton in 1947, President Loyd 
Wright had taken office with a 
clear idea of what course the 
NASRC_ should follow. His 
aides on the various committees 
had taken their duties seriously, 
and their reports were ready. 
There was very little lost 
motion. A sure hand held the 
wheel. 

It was a matter of consider- 
able interest to me that in spite 
of the brisk pace of the ses- 
sions, matters that came up for 
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The NASRC Meeting in Summary 


Last week, at New Orleans. the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners met for the fourteenth time since 
its founding in 1934. Many things affecting racing came up for 
discussion, the NASRC acted on some of them. Here is a 
summary of the high points: 

(1) A revised constitution and set of by-laws was adopted. 
The principal changes: (a) The secretary was authorized to 
collect information and data “for the improvement of the serv- 
ice rendered the public. and for the benefit and guidance of 
state boards and commissions.” (b) The section on scope of 
authority was revised in an effort to obtain unanimity of action 
with respect to rulings of the various commisions. 
each commission was “ 


However. 
specifically left free to act in the interest 
of racing according to its judgment and in compliance with the 
terms of its authority under state law.” (c) The by-law con- 
cerning membership was altered to permit the continued service 
of Secretary Tom R. Underwood, even though he should not be 
a member of a state racing board. The term of office for the 
secretary was established at three years. It had been one year. 

(2) Dr. William McGee, of Lexington, discussed the swamp 
fever outbreak of 1947 and offered suggestions for preventing 
a similar occurrence in the future. A resolution was passed 
recommending that the swamp fever precautions suggested by 
the United States Livestock Association be put into effect by 
the commissions. (See THe Bioop-Horset of March 6, page 
638. ) 

(3) A report was accepted from the Committee on Stimula- 
tion and Drugs, which suggested a uniform definition of a drug. 
and outlined methods of collecting samples of saliva and urine. 

(4) New officers were elected. They are Ashley T. Cole, of 
New York, president; Earl J. Moyer, Nebraska, first vice presi- 
dent; A. S. Drew, Louisiana, second vice president: Lewis L. 
Bredin, Michigan, third vice president; Tom R. Underwood. 
Kentucky, secretary. 

(5) A rule regarding weight allowances for apprentice 
jockeys was recommended for uniform adoption. 

(6) A joint executive session was held with the newly 
formed Association of Official Racing Chemists. 

(7) A resolution asking the Governor of Arizona to set up 
a separate racing commission was passed. Racing in Arizona 
now is administered by the state tax commission. 

Date and time for the next annual convention will be set by 
the executive committee.

toward achieving uniformity of 
rules. to mention one of its 
objectives. and toward solving 
some of the Turf’s other prob- 
lems. 


FORI M. One of the features 
which I thought represented a 
gain for the NASRC was the 
open discussion held at a night 
session. Representatives of the 
Jockeys’ Guild and a couple of 
the horsemen’s organizations 
were present to outline some of 
the problems they were facing: 
Their remarks did not result in 
any immediate action by the 
racing Commissioners. and it is 
doubtful that anyone thought 
they would. but the occasion 
gave opportunity for 
racing's other 


some of. 
components to 
hecome acquainted with the men 
who write the rules. and to tell 
them what various sections of 
the Turf world are thinking 
about. 

Such an exchange of ideas is 
a good thing. in many ways. On 
several matters in which the 
interests of owners. trainers. and 
riders were involved, their rep- 
resentatives were invited to com- 
ment before the commissioners 
voted on them. There were 
other indications that the NAS 
RC wants to take a course that 
is practical and workable. 

During the NASRC conven- 
tion a suggestion for calling a 
Turf Congress 
again, as it has 
three or four years. The plan 
did not include any specific 
details such as to date. site. or 
means of financing. and it was 
tabled. But even if the proposal 
had been 


was offered 
for the last 


more circumstantial. 
it most likely would have been 


turned down by the commis- 
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sioners. Past efforts by them to organize 
a Congress at which all the parts of rac- 
ing would be represented had not been 
cordially received by the race tracks, ac- 
cording to an NASRC member who has 
been close to the situation. 

However. the NASRC policy of inviting 
various Turf elements to attend its con- 
vention, to offer suggestions and advice 
and to outline specific problems, is getting 
results. If trainers, jockeys. and other 
groups continue to send representatives 
who know what they are talking about 
and who offer suggestions designed for 
the good of racing as a whole, the annual 
meetings of the commissioners will con- 
stitute a Turf Congress in fact. even if 
not in name. 


THE LAB MEN. Since its organiza- 
tion last fall, the Association of Official 
Racing Chemists has progressed rapidly. 
Because it is made up of scientifically 
trained men who know exactly why they 
needed to co-operate, there was little -of 
the groping that usually accompanies the 
formation of a new racing body. 

As seen from the sidelines, the AORC 
is a thriving body that will produce some 
interesting results. Its members were 
quite busy at New Orleans. Their joint 
efforts doubtless will result in the tighten- 
ing up of procedures regarding the analy- 
sis of saliva and urine for the detection of 
stimulants and depressants. And the re- 
search they intend to undertake is neces- 
sary in view of the increasing number of 
drugs now being made generally avail- 
able. 

Of course the racing commissions will 
benefit from this. But so will the horse- 
men. Mr. Wright raised a typical point 
when he said. in effect, that nobody knows 
when a vitamin ceases to be a vitamin and 
becomes a stimulant. It is important that 
this and similar areas be explored, so that 
the people in racing will know where they 
are going. The AORC will undertake 


some of these explorations. 


THE VETERINARIANS. was 
brought to light in Maryland a year or so 
ago. during the course of some stimula- 
tion hearings. that horsemen are suscept- 
ible to quite serious damage if the routine 
for taking and analyzing saliva and urine 
samples is not tightly controlled at every 
point. In the Maryland instances. the 
samples were handled not too carefully, 
and the sealed jars in which they were 
placed turned out to be not very securely 
fastened, after all. 

A single weak link in any step of the 
process can ruin an innocent horseman. 
No matter how advanced the laboratory 
procedure may be, carelessness at the 
point from which a sample originates can 
negate all subsequent effort. For this 
reason, it would seem that an air-tight and 
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The Legal Aspects 
Of Turf Chemistry 


By Sydney Titelbaum 


Why is the chemist interested in the 
laws. rules. and regulations governing 
racing? Are they of any direct concern 
to him? Is he meddling if he expresses a 
preference that they read one way rather 
than another? 

We of the Association of Official Racing 
Chemists strongly feel that it is both our 
right and our duty to the commissions to 
which we make our reports to take an 
active interest in the racing rules that 
pertain to doping. All of us have been 
called upon to make routine test reports. 
Some of us have had to testify at hearings 
of our respective commissions, and occa- 
sionally in court. The language of the 
rules inevitably must profoundly influ- 
ence the kind of a report that the chemist 
must make and the type of testimony that 
he may have to give. 

What kind of doping rules. then, do we 
chemists prefer? The answer is not simple 
because—like state racing commissioners 
—chemists do not have unanimity of 
belief in everything. I am authorized. 
however, to say some negative things for 
the Association of Official Racing 
Chemists. 

The comments we make chiefly come 
under the heading that a law or a rule 
can be too specific, too detailed. too rigid. 
to be effective. There is a_ well-recog- 
nized principle in the interpretation of 


uniform method of collecting samples 
should be practiced in the spit box. 


This uniformity probably could best be 
attained if official race track veterinarians 
were to consult with the chemists in work- 
ing out a standard procedure. This would 
almost necessarily involve the formation 
of an organization of veterinarians similar 
to that of the chemists. Some impetus 
was given this idea at the NASRC conven- 
tion, and before the commissioners meet 
in 1949, a veterinarians’ association may 
be formed. 

Besides the benefits easily apparent 
from standardized and scientific procedure 
in the spit box, other gains could result 
if track veterinarians were to meet once a 
year or so and exchange ideas. The value 
of a well knit organization and clearing 
house would have been very real last 
summer when swamp fever had everybody 
up in the air. And the interest with which 
Dr. William McGee’s talk on swamp fever 
was listened to by the commissioners indi- 
cates that they would consider a veterina- 
rian’s organization similar to the chemists’ 
association quite acceptable as a consult- 


ing body. 


A CHEMIST’S VIEWPOINT 

One of the newest groups in racing. and 
possibly the only formal Turf organiza. 
tion international in scope. is the Associa- 
tion of Official Racing Chemists. It was 
formed at Chicago last November. 

Its membership is made up of chemists 
officially engaged in analyzing saliva 
and urine specimens and conducting re- 
search among stimulants and depressants, 

The AORC held its second meeting at 
New Orleans last week, concurrently with 
the annual convention of the National As. 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners, 
The chemists propose to work closely with 
the commissioners, and the two groups 
held a joint executive session. One of the 
speakers was Sidney Titelbaum. of the 
Chicago Biological Research Laboratory, 
which is employed by the Illinois Racing 
Board. He addressed the NASRC on 
the legal aspects of racing chemistry, 
from the viewpoint of a chemist em- 
ployed by a racing commission. This 
address appears here. 


legislation: “Affirmation implies nega- 
tion. 

For example. suppose we want to forbid 
the transportation of food acress state 
lines. We could easily and tragically fall 
into the trap set for the over-zealous. and 
by trying to cover all possible contingen- 
cies in the greatest detail. we would defeat 
our purpose. 

Our proposed law would read somewhat 
like this: “No fruit. vegetables. meats, 
fish. dairy products, cereals. beverages, 
tomatoes, oranges, or walnuts or any other 
food shall be transported across state 
lines.” Aside from several other criti- 
cisms that might be made of such a law, 
it is guilty of excluding from its ban much 
that it was desired to ban. Many judges, 
I believe. would say that in spite of the 
clause “or any other food” that was in- 
cluded in our law, that that law does not 
prohibit transportation of, let us say, 
fruit juices, soup, or tangerines. 

All this may sound far afield from our 
subject. It is not. The chemist is 
hampered in his duties and in his service 
to his commission if, for example. he 
operates under a rule of doping that is too 
specific. Affirmation implies negation. If 
the doping rule goes into excessive detail 
in defining drugs, or—even more so—in 
defining specific categories, such as “hyp- 
notic.” “depressant” or “barbiturate,” 
then it runs the risk of providing loop- 
holes for new drugs. New drugs are being 
developed by the hundreds annually. 

For this reason we are very happy that 
the NASRC has adopted in principle the 
recommendation of Mr. Cole’s committee 
for a broad doping rule . . . a rule in 
which drugs are not defined in an ex- 
tremely detailed and narrow manner.

Salmagundi Had What It Takes; 


His Trainer Carries a Precinct 


Los ANGELES 

Back in 1946 the filly Miss Kimo began 
working on a string of stakes successes 
for William Helis. She is a daughter of 
Hash. and her speed and complete game- 
ness prompted the Greek sportsman and 
Henry H. Knight to return to the Keene- 
land sales that summer and _ successfully 
bid $20.000 for a colt by the same sire. 

The colt was named Salmagundi. which 
means a little bit of almost everything. 
On March 6 he came out at Santa Anita 
Park. showed a lot of everything a good 
horse needs. and won the fifth and most 
important victory of his career. It was 
the eleventh running of the $100,000 Santa 
Anita Derby. Salmagundi won it by a 
head in a fighting finish over Miss Mary 
Strnad’s good California-bred colt, Call 
Bell. 

Two weeks before. Salmagundi had 
scored his first stakes victory. coming off 
a fast pace to overpower Call Bell in the 
stretch and win the San Vicente Handi- 
cap by a length and a quarter. On that 
day Salmagundi carried 117 pounds 
against 122 for Call Bell. 

In the Derby they met again at equal 
weights of 118. A crowd of 61.000 figured 
it would be pretty close this time, too. 
They were right. Although there were 
six other starters in the Derby field. the 
race was strictly between these two. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. E. Simpson’s Flaming 
Beau. a half brother to On Trust. the 
Derby winner of last winter. showed a 
flash of early speed and was permitted to 
lead the field for the first five furlongs. 
Norman Church’s May Reward. which 
was made a supplementary nominee at a 
cost of $5.000. was second. with Call Bell 
third. 

Call Bell had come out of the gate with 
the same raw speed he showed in the San 
Vicente, and Jockey Jack Westrope. try- 
ing hard not to commit the same blunder 
as before. did his level best to rate him. 
But at the half-mile pole Westrope gave 
it up as an impossible task and let the 
colt run. 

Flaming Beau readily relinquished the 
lead to May Reward and Call Bell. The 
latter, going freely, had no trouble at 
all running down a sprinter which had 
already gone beyond his limit. He went 
into command with a rush. and when he 
straightened out for the stretch run he 
was three lengths in front and looked like 
the Derby winner. 

There were already a few cheers for the 
California-bred colt, but before they could 
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reach a resounding stage they ended in a 
choking. unbelievable gasp as Salmagundi 
weaved through horses. picking up first 
Flaming Beau. then May Reward. and 
making his run at Call Bell. 

From then on Salmagundi never looked 
like losing. He wore down Call Bell 
with every stride. was at him at the six- 
teenth-pole and in the last four or five 
jumps went to the front. Just before they 
went under the wire. Call Bell came on 
again. but he was too late. 

When Salmagundi set sail after him at 
the head of the stretch he must have 
known then he was a beaten horse; West- 
rope must have known it. too. because so 
did everyone else. 


ENTIRELY FIT. It was. this reporter 
thought. a victory for a horse right at 
the peak of condition over one which was 
equally as good. but a little beyond his 
best race. There is no argument but that 
in the last few weeks of the season Call 
Bell trained off. He was at his peak for 
the Champion Stakes on opening day. and 
in the race he came from far back of the 
field to chew up Solidarity in the stretch 
and win going away by three lengths. 

Before the San Vicente. Trainer Paul 
Lycan was unable to get a race for Call 
Bell. On the one occasion he was entered 
the track turned up muddy. and the colt 
was scratched. He became so rank he 
had to be ponied to the track. and in his 
races he refused to be rated. These are 
not offered as excuses: they are jotted 
down merely in the interest of accurate 
reporting. 


Trainer Willie Booth, on the other hand, 
never saddled a fitter horse in his life, 
Salmagundi came to Santa Anita Park a 
maiden (he did not win a race until last 
December 31). and Booth brought him 
along skillfully to win five victories in 
seven starts. He may continue to improve 
and he will have that chance. 

By the time these notes reach print Sal- 
magundi and others of the fine Helis stable 
will be enroute to New York. Booth ex. 
pects to run his Santa Anita Derby cham. 
pion in the Experimental Handicap and 
the Wood Memorial at Jamaica before 
invading Louisville for the Kentucky Derby 
and what now seems like a hopeless try at 
beating Citation on May 1. 

Before the Santa Anita Derby, Call Bell 
was in for a trip to Kentucky, too. In a 
gay moment. Miss Strnad had planned to 
charter a special train and move on Louis- 
ville with a party of friends for the run 
for the roses. But if you can’t beat Salma- 
gundi, you can’t come close to Citation, 
it says here. and so Call Bell will remain 
in California to be rested and freshened 
for summer racing at Hollywood Park. 

Of the others behind Salmagundi and 
Call Bell, R. S. Howard’s Drumbeat. which 
finished third. is a Kentucky Derby pos- 
sibility. The son of *Domingo came from 
next-to-last to close well enough to be 
third. beaten three lengths and a head for 
it all. He might do well at a mile and a 
quarter. Owner Bob Howard did not want 
to start Drumbeat in the Santa Anita 
Derby. believing he had no chance. But 
his actress-wife. Andrea Leeds, insisted on 
his running and threatened to put the colt 
in herself. if no one else did. He won $15.- 
000 for finishing fourth. 

Salmagundi’s winning time for the mile 
and a furlong was 1:5115. It was the 
third time this winter that Jockey Johnny 
Longden had been in a photo at the finish 
of a $100,000 race. In the Maturity Stakes 
he was beaten a neck with On Trust by 
Frank Frankel’s Flashco, and in the Santa

VARIOUS LEADERS. In a poll of 
Turf writers. the balloting for some of 
the other laurels was much closer. Points 
were awarded on a basis of three for first, 
two for second. and one for third. The 
keenest competition of all was in the vote 
to determine the best race mare. The 
good mare Elpis. from the Helis stable, 
won over C. S. Howard’s Miss Doreen, 
12 to 41. although the latter captured the 
Santa Margarita Handicap. Hal Price 
Headley’s Bogle. a consistent threat in 
sprint races all season. was third with 
14 points. 

Richard N. Ryan’s *Talon was voted 
the best horse of the season, receiving 60 
points, with On Trust second and Double 
Jay third. That was the way they finished 
in the Santa Anita Handicap. 

Brookfield won the vote as the best 
sprinter as he won most of his races. He 
received 53 points to 24 for *Mafosta and 
16 for With Pleasure. 

Although he failed to win the Maturity, 
On Trust was elected the best 4-year-old, 
receiving all but one first-place vote. On 
Trust received 65 points to 33 for Flasheo 
and 32 for Double Jay. 

In the 3-year-old filly division, it was 
another of those cases where the best 
horse did not win the best stakes. Brook- 
field Farm’s Itsabet was clearly the’ best 
of her age and sex at Santa Anita and 
the *Heliopolis filly received 49 votes to 
prove that the feeling was pretty general, 
even away from her own barn. Norman 
Church’s Boswell Lady was second with 42 
points. and Mrs. Rabbit, heroine of the 
Santa Susana Stakes. was third with 23 
points.

Will the French 
Try Ireland? 


Editor's note. The following comment 
by an unidentified special representative 
was published recently in the Irish Field. 


This French competition in world racing 
is assuming a more serious aspect which 
is worth a little thought by Irish owners 
and breeders. We lost an important round 
in 1946 when the Irish Derby winner, 
Bright News. was slammed by Souverain 
at Ascot. We lost three of the five classic 
rounds last season in England. for Rose 
O’Lynn. Netherton Maid and Migoli—all 
bred in Ireland—each finished second to 
French runners in the English 1.000 Guin- 
eas, Oaks and Derby: and in the St. Leger, 
won by English-bred Sayajirao. the French 
colt Arbar beat Migoli for second place, 
and is considered rather unlucky not to 
have beaten the winner. 

That. however. is all in the game. and 
there is no ground for complaint over a 
rather unlucky season. 


MONEY MATTERS. Now we = are 
threatened with an invasion of French 
horses here in Lreland. There has already 
been a number of French entries made in 
the Irish classic races. and there will be 
more in other events: for there has been a 
significant happening lately. The French 
Government has devalued the france. and 
the pound sterling is now worth twice as 
much in France as it was a few weeks ago. 


Handicapper Charles J. McLennan put 120 pounds on Rampart, 96 on the 
heat in the Black Helen Handicap, Hialeah Park's top race for fillies and mares. 


The politicians and the financiers have 
had the field to themselves in discussing 
and criticising this. whereas there has been 
never a word about its implications where 
racing is concerned. 

In simple terms it means that an Eng- 
lish or Lrish race worth eleven or twelve 
hundred pounds sterling to the owner of 
the winner becomes worth one million 
francs to a Frenchman in terms of his 
own currency. 

It needs no great knowledge of French 
psychology to know that the thought of a 
million franes has never failed to stir the 
very soul of any Frenchman that was ever 
born of woman. The france may be a paltry 
farthing to anyone outside France. but to 
the French it is still a revered symbol. and 
a million francs represents Wealth. 

There are. as we know. a few difficul- 
ties in taking prize money back to France. 
but when it has been won the owner has 
a credit that is none the less valuable. 

It is perfectly clear. to this writer at 
least. that in 1948 what is called “the 
French invasion” of the English turf will 
be on a far greater scale than it has been 
heretofore. and 1946 and 1947 were dis- 
turbing enough to English pride. The in- 
ducement to send horses have been 
doubled. 

And an invasion of the Irish turf is the 
next thing. We have to remember that 
prize money in Ireland has grown, one 
might say. out of all belief in less than a 
decade. The Irish Derby alone is to have 
£4.000 (between three and four million 
francs) added money. and it is reasonable 


to suppose that before long it will stand 
up to the classic prizes of all other coun-

Are we to imagine that the French are 
going to stand idly by. and let all this 
money go without having a cut for it. If 
that happens all one can say is that the 
French have lost their dash, and in racing 
at least there is still no indication oi that, 


They have all the dash in the world. Look . 


at their propaganda! 


CLEVER PROPAGANDA. Do Irish 
breeders and owners realize the elaborate 
way in which the French have been pub- 
licising abroad their successes in England 
in the last few years? If anyone does not, 
all he has to do is to get some of the 
American bloodstock journals, and study 
the pages of advertisements (cleverly and 
admirably executed) setting out the ex. 
ploits of French horses on the English 
Turf. and suggesting (not saying) that all 
the most desirable blood is to be found 
in France. 

The records do not seem to show any 
case of a French horse. trained in France, 
having come to win a race in Ireland. 
Maybe they will before long. If and when 
French horses run here, it can be assumed 
that some of them at least will win, and a 
win in the colours of, say. M. Marcel 
Boussac. would be as warmly received at 
the Curragh as at Longchamp or New- 
market. M. Boussac would be flattered 
if Ireland also paid him tribute. The 
Napoleonic Turf empire which he is creat- 
ing (he is said to be invading the U.S.A. 
also this year) would not be complete 
without Ireland.

the record for a California-bred horse. He 
is by *Alibhai out of Torch Rose, by 
Torchilla. second dam May Steil. by 
*Tchad. third dam Beautiful Girl. by

The racing record of Torch Rose sug- 
gests that she had promise of moderate 
class but was unsound. She did not start 
at two, ran three times unplaced at three. 
and in her one start at four was favorite 
in a $1.000 claiming race and finished sec- 
ond. She was bred and raced by 
Clyde Van Dusen, who sold her to Louis 
B. Mayer. She was a full sister to five 
cheap winners. one of which won 24 races 
and $12.445.

Manatella. bred by William du Pont’s 
Foxeatcher Farms in Virginia, won three 
of her six starts at two, and was second in 
the Aberdeen and third in the Belmont 
Stakes. Possibly unsound, she ran three 
times unplaced at three. Retired to the 
stud at four, she produced the Messenger 
filly Mesella, winner of 19 races, and at 
seven, having been barren two years. was 
back at the races. She ran 11 times that 
year, won one race, a $1,600 claiming 
affair, and ran on other occasions for as 
little as $1.000. 

A mare of Manatella’s class is never 
worth as little as $1.000. if there is any 
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reasonable prospect that she will breed. 
Warner L. Jones, Jr. bought her cheaply, 
bred her to Hash. Manatella, incidentally, 
has a 2-year-old filly by *Mahmoud in 
John Marsch’s barn. 

Manatella is a full sister to Manie O’- 
Hara, another good race mare, now owned 
by E. D. Axton, neighbor of Warner Jones. 


*TALON. The winner of the San An- 
tonio and Santa Anita Handicaps is one 
of the most improved horses in training. 
His rank among the best horses in the 
United States is much higher than it was 
among the best horses in Argentina. His 
sire, Pantalon, a horse of excellent class 
in France, was better at two than in his 
later seasons. *Talon appears to be the 
best horse he has sired. Guetaria, dam of 
*Talon, was once second in five starts. 
Her pedigree is moderate. 


When *Talon was put up for auction in 
the big sales at Buenos Aires in October. 
1944, he was assigned first place (indi- 
cating that he was the consignor’s first 
choice) in the group offered by the Haras 
Bronce. and he brought the top price, as 
expected. It was only 10.000 pesos (about 
$2.500). The 13 sons and daughters of 
Pantalon in the consignment averaged 
1.936 pesos ($1.234). 

*Talon has outrun his probabilities as 
far as he could outrun a selling plater. 


COSMIC MISSILE. Among the best 
mares of the winter, Cosmic Missile, now 
retired to the stud, is by Roman out of the 
top-class racer Misty Isle. by *Sickle. 


ELPIS. Not a stakes winner during the 
winter, but “voted.” as Robert Hebert re- 
ports in this issue, the best mare racing in 
California, Elpis is by Blue Larkspur. one 
of the best sires of high-class fillies and 
broodmares in a long time. Her dam. 
*Faucille d'Or, did not race. has excellent 
French ancestry, and had previously pro- 
duced two high-class horses in Count d’Or 


and Bleu d’Or. 


HARMONICA. By Snark—Port-Hole. 
by Man o’ War, second dam Shady. by 
Broomstick. third dam Sylvan. by Dis- 
guise, fourth dam *Sylvabelle. the gran- 
dam of Broomstick. Excellent breeding. 
mostly “American.” Port-Hole ran 14 
times, was once first and once third. 
Before Harmonica she had_ produced 
nothing with high class. 


MISS DOREEN. The winner of the 
Santa Margarita Handicap almost dead. 
heated Elpis in the California voting. She 
is by Pilate out of the tough. high-class 
campaigner Princess Doreen, once the 
leading American money-winning mare, by 
*Spanish Prince 2nd. She is the first 
of Princess Doreen’s offspring to gain high 
distinction, and was foaled when her dam 
was 21 years old. On a top mare in the 
stud you can take a chance for a long 
time. 


MRS. RABBIT. By Milkman out of 
Play Mary Jane. by Chance Play out of 
the good stakes winner Mary Jane, by 
Pennant. Milkman is a very prepotent 
sire. Play Mary Jane was unraced, 
Among her four foals Mrs. Rabbit is the 
third winner, first stakes winner. Best of 
Mary Jane’s produce were Lucky Chance 
(brother to Play Mary Jane). Agrarian, 
and Young Peter, the last named foaled 
when Mary Jane was 20 years old. 


RAMPART. Probably the best older 
mare raced during the winter. By Trace 
Call—Boat, by Man o’ War, second dam 
Crotala, by Black Toney, third dam *He- 
rodias, the dam of Pilate. Trace Call, 
probably the only son of the nearly sterile 
Call Boy at stud, won only one of his 15 
races, but had excuses on the ground of 
unsoundness. Trace Call left Faraway 
Farm in 1943 and is now. at the Janss 
family’s Conejo Ranch in California. 

Boat. dam of Rampart, ran only twice. 
in maiden races, and was to be had at 
100-1 both times. The first time she “ran 
in spots.” and in the next start she “lost 
ground.” The testing of her class did 
not carry on long enough to reveal much. 
but certainly. as far as it went. it gave no 
indication of good class. 


THE SIRES. Two brilliant 3-year-olds 
are by Bull Lea: Citation and Coaltown., 
both out of mares with high credentials. 
Two runners-up in $100,000 races are by 
*Alibhai: Call Bell and On Trust, both 
out of mares with poor credentials. Two 
winners of $100,000 races are by Hash: 
Flasheco and Salmagundi. both out of good 
runners. The other sires. each repre- 
sented by one horse on the list. are Head 
Play. Reaping Reward. War Relic. Panta- 
lon, Roman, Blue Larkspur, Snark. Pilate. 
Milkman, Trace Call. 

One of the sires on the list is foreign, 
two imported (including Trace Call, im- 
ported in utero). three are sons of im- 
ported horses. and the other seven are 
from male lines which have been in Ameri- 
ca for at least twe generations. 

Of the “American” lines, Head Play 
and War Relic represent Fair Play: Snark 
and Milkman. Ben Brush; Hash and Blue 
Larkspur. Himyar.

The advocates of pedigree over racing 
class as an indicator of value in a brood- 
mare will find litthe comfort in the fact 
that six of the dams of good horses had 
no class: They had no pedigree either. 
That is. their pedigrees certainly did not 
indicate a better than random probability 
of producing a high-class horse. 

Ordinarily a fairly high percentage of 
any group of good horses can be expected 
to be out of mares which have already 
produced high-class horses. In the 16 
here studied, only Elpis is out of a mare 


whose progeny had already indicated her | 


worth. 


BROODMARE SIRES. The dams of 
the 16 horses are daughters of 15 different 
sires. Man o’ War being the only brood- 
m.are sire with two representatives (Har- 
monica. Rampart). Three of the brood- 
mare sires are foreign, seven others are 
imported, one is the son of an an imported 
horse, and only five are “American.” The 
horses out of mares by horses from the 
older American lines are Relic (Black 
Toney). Mrs. Rabbit (Chance Play). 
Fiasheo (Brooms). and Harmonica and 
Rampart (Man o° War). 

Incidentally. Man o° War is one of the 
few stallions whose name in a_ pedigree 
is worth as much as racing class. Even 
among his daughters which revealed little 
or no class, the probability of producing a 
horse of stakes class is about as high as 
the probability that a good race mare will 
produce a horse of high class. 


INBREEDING. In the Thoroughbred, 
inbreeding has long since lost its useful- 
ness. It is a device which gives no per- 
ceptible advantage or disadvantage. The 


16 horses mentioned above include no case 
of inbreeding with less than four free 
generations.

It was the third time Kitchen Police had finished 
first in a stakes race, the second time he was able 
to make it stick. He was disqualified after win- 
ning the Ritchie Handicap at Pimlico in Novem- 
ber 1946, and the purse was given to Sea Snack. 

Bred by Alfred Vanderbilt at Sagamore Farm, 
Glyndon, Md.. Kitchen Police carried the Vander- 
bile colors until the end of his 4-year-old season, 
when he was sold to Gustave Ring. He failed to 


win at two, but was four times first as a 3-year-old, 
including a race in which he equaled Blue Border’s 
six-furlong track record of 1:09%5 at Saratoga. 
Later he won the Heiser Handicap at Pimlico and 
was disqualified in the Ritchie. He also finished 
third in the Jerome Handicap (dead heat) and 
Janney Handicap. At four in 1947 he went without 
a victory, but finished second in’ the Baltimore 
Spring Handicap, third in the Jennings Handi- 
cap. 

Galley Slave, dam of Kitchen Police, in 1938 
set a world’s record of :5245 for three furlongs 
at Santa Anita Park. Later she won the Santa 
Barbara Stakes, three furlongs in :34%5. and 
according to the electric timer she ran the last 
furlong, on a muddy track, in 10 seconds flat. 
She was bred by the late W. S. Kilmer from the 
outstanding race mare Sally’s Alley, and = was 
bought for $2.300 at the Saratoga yearling sales of 
1937 by Thomas B. Cromwell. who resold her 
privately a day or so later to Mr. Vanderbilt.

RAMPART, as indicated by her top weight and 
her excellent race in the Black Helen Handicap, 
was clearly the best mare of the winter season jn 
Florida. The Black Helen was her ninth start since 
she moved from Pimlico in the fall, her third vie. 
tory. 

On December 13 she won the Biscayne Bay Handi- 
cap at Gulfstream Park, carrying level weight with 
Bug Juice, which finished second. When she 
attempted to give the *Challenger 2nd gelding four 
pounds in their next start, Bug Juice beat her 
three parts of a length. She ran her poorest race 
of the winter in the Hallandale Handicap, won by 
Harmonica, at Gulfstream January 3, but in her 
start received 22 pounds from Armed and 
beat him a nose for the 1%4-mile Gulfstream Park 
Handicap. 

In her next two starts she finished just out 
of the money in races won by Citation and Cosmic 
Missile, then was beaten a head by Assault in 
a seven-furlong contest in which the King 
Ranch horse, apparently in top form, gave her 19 
pounds. It was off this race, run February 14, 
that she came up to the Black Helen. 

The divided victory put Rampart’s winnings up 
to $107,790, made her the first $100,000 winner 
for her sire Trace Call, one of the few sons of the 
almost sterile English Derby winner Call Boy. 
Trace Call was bred by Audley Farm, won only 
one of his 15 starts (he was never altogether sound, 
and finally bowed a tendon as a 3-year-old), stood 
first as a stallion for Audley Farm, then was sold 
to Samuel D. Riddle, who stood him at Faraway 
Farm for a few seasons. He was then sold to 
Edwin Janss, Jr., and stands now at Conejo Ranch, 
Camarillo, Calif.

SHOTSILK, foaled at Elmendorf Farm, Lexing- 
ton, on February 9, 1945, was purchased for $10,- 
000 at the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1946 by 
Fitz-Eugene Dixon, Jr., a nephew of George D. 
Widener and owner of the stallion Platter, which 
stands at Mr. Widener’s Old Kenney Farm, Lex- 
ington. She won her first two races at Garden 
State Park last year, but had not previously 
placed in a stakes race. 

She is a half sister to the first set of twins at 
Elmendorf Farm within the memory of any of the 
farm’s present employees. The twins, bay colts 
by Unbreakable, were foaled January 16 of this 
year, and are still “doing nicely.” Royal Robes 
has a yearling bay colt by Roman, to be sold at 
the Keeneland Summer Sales. Her 2-year-old, a 
chestnut colt by Chance Shot, was sold last sum- 
mer at Keeneland to Fred Bontecou for $7,700.

A Footnote on Fair Play, 
His Family and Stud Career 


In the article on Fair Play (THE BLoop- 
Horst, February 28, page 603) I gave 
some facts concerning his dam, *Fairy 
Gold. one of the best. if not the very 
best mare imported into this country dur- 
ing the present century. 

In Henry H. Knight’s advertising on 
*Goya a reference is made to his dam 
Zariba, her dam St. Lucre. and _ finally 
*Fairy Gold. *Fairy Gold produced two 
foals in England, prior to her purchase 
by August Belmont on Thursday. June 25. 
1903 from the executors of Col. Harry 
McCalmont. There were the bay filly St. 
Lucre. by St. Serf, foaled in 1901, and 
the chestnut colt Golden Measure. by 
Florizel 2nd, foaled in 1902. 

Her owner, Sir Leonard Cohn. had sold 
her, covered by Florizel 2nd. to Colonel 
McCalmont at Newmarket Wednesday, De- 
cember 4, 1901. The records disclose that 
St. Lucre was sold as a yearling Septem- 
ber 10, 1902 by the South House Stud to 
H. E. Randall for 260 guineas. about $1.- 
326. so the assumption is that Sir Leonard 
Cohn sold St. Lucre privately as a wean- 
ling. 

At three she won at 1144 miles and was 
placed in four other races. She produced 
two foals in England, one of which. Bank 
Thrush. was sent to South Africa. The 
other. the bay filly Golden Legend. by 
Amphion. was the dam of that good race 
horse and high-class sire Dark Legend 
(sire of *Easton, and of Mary Legend and 
Fairy Legend. winners of the Prix de 
Diane). In passing. *Fairy Gold’s second 
foal. Golden Measure. bred by Col. Harry 
McCalmont. won eight races. among them 
the Great Ebor Handicap. 1°4 miles. the 
Salisbury Cup. and the Ascot Gold Vase. 
two miles. earning $24.090. 

Getting back to St. Lucre—in 1908 she 
was covered by Matchmaker, sold to Mau- 
rice Ephrussi, and shipped to France. The 
foal she was carrying was the winner 
Cicerone 2nd. In 1910 she produced Luci- 
ana. by Codoman. a stakes winner and 
producer. Her foal in 1912 was Lisette 
9th, by Mordant, dam of six winners and 
ancestress of the stakes winners Bateau, 
Jean Bart. Great Union, Giant Killer. Au- 
gury. Knight’s Quest, Magnificent. Confid- 
ence, and others. In 1914 she produced 
the stakes winner St. Leu. She was barren 
in 1915, and in 1916 she produced *Lucra- 
tive. by Mordant. dam of Zacaweista. 

St. Lucre was then sold to Baron Mau- 
rice de Rothschild and in 1917 she pro- 
duced the bay colt Assurbanipal. by Sar- 


danapale. Her foal of 1918 died, and a 
year later she produced, to the cover of 
Sardanapale, the good race mare and pro- 
ducer Zariba. She had one more foal, a 
sister to Zariba named Scheherazade, 
which died in October when she was two. 


ZARIBA, foaled in 1919. was sold Au- 
guest 13, 1920 by the Etablissements Cheri 
to Marcel Boussac for 45,000 francs, ap- 
proximately $6.210. At two she won five 
races in seven starts, including the Prix 
d’Essai des Pouliches, the Grand Criterium 
at Ostende, the Prix d’Aumale. and the 
Prix Morny. She was third in the Prix 
Biennal de Maisons-Laffitte won by Her- 
man B. Duryea’s Zenovia and in the Grand 
Criterium won by Kefalin. Georges Stern, 
I think, trained her and rode her in most 
of her races. She earned 200.150 franes 
at two. 

At three she was out ten times and won 
five races. earning 223,750 franes. Her 
victories were in the Prix Penelope, 144 
miles. the Prix Daru. the Prix Maurice de 
Gheest. Prix Jacques le Marois, and Prix 
de la Plage. She finished second to Pell- 
sie in the Prix de Diane and to Gauri- 
sankar in the Prix Eugene Adam. was 
fourth in the French One Thousand Guin- 
eas won by Lord Derby’s Frisky, unplaced 
in the Grand Prix de Paris won by Ke- 
falin. and unplaced in the Cambridge- 
shire won by Re-echo. 

At four Zariba ran nine times. won 
three races. was second in three. third in 
one, unplaced in two, earning 133.480 
francs. Her victories were scored in the 
Prix Edmond Blane. Prix Chloe. and Prix 
Hedouville, 144 miles. She was second in 
the Prix Biennal. Prix d’Ispahan, the Prix 
du President de la Republique. 11% miles. 
won by Bahadur, third in the Prix Boiard 
won by Kefalin, unplaced in the Grand 
Prix du Printemps won by Mirabeau 2nd. 
the Prix du Pont Jour won by Select, and 
in Verdict’s Cambridgeshire. 


Zariba must have been a pretty good 
race mare. I know Frank Keogh, now 
track superintendent at Aqueduct, grows 
positively lyrical when her name is men- 
tioned. 

Up to 1935 she had produced seven 
foals, all of which won, four of which 
were stakes winners, Goyescas hy Gains- 
borough, Corrida by Coronach, Abjer by 
Asterus, and *Goya by Tourbillon. My 
recollection is that Goyescas sustained a 
broken foot and had to be destroyed

light. He was a first-class winner in 
three countries. France. England, and 


Germany. In England at two he won the 
Gimerack Stakes and was second to Fair 
Copy in the Middle Park Stakes. He was 
trained by George Lambton. At three he 
the St. James’s Palace Stakes but 
went under to William Woodward’s Flares 
in the Champion Stakes. In 1939 he won 
in Franee the Prix Edmond Blane and 
Prix des Sablons, and in Germany Das 
Braune Band von Deutschland.

FAIR PLAY made his first stud sea- 
son in 1910 and a year later was respon- 
sible for six foals. equally divided as to 
sex. Stromboli, out of St. Priscilla and 
a half-brother to Priscillian. was the best. 
but if I remember correctly Sun King 
gained some fame as a steeplechaser. 

In 1912 he sired four colts and three 
fillies. among them Sands of Pleasure, 
Fair Orient. and Eulogy, the grandam of 
Alsab. In 1915, the year Masda was 
foaled, he had but six foals. In 1916 he 
had 16 foals. six of them colts, one of 
which was Mad Hatter. Another was Sun 
Beau’s dam, the unraced Beautiful Lady. 
The next year saw the birth of Man o° 
War. Fair Priscilla. Mlle. Dazie (dam of 
Jamestown) and 14 other foals. 

Even in 1918 Fair Play sired but 13 
foals, six of which were fillies. This was 
the year of Etoile Filante, Sporting Blood. 


Playfellow, Grenadier, Bennington. and 
Playeany. In this same year a_ brute 
called *Ferole. by Orme—Ferment, by

NURSERY DISPERSAL. August Bel- 
mont died in December 1924. His heirs 
could not see their way clear to continue 
the racing stable and the Nursery Stud. 
Early in January Ordnance was sold to 
the Greentree Stable. The horse died 
after an abbreviated stud season. About 
the middle of January Averill Harriman 
bought the horses in training, among them 
Chance Play and Claptrap. 

Joseph E. Widener opened negotiations 
with the executors of the Belmont estate 
and offered to pay $200,000 for his pick of 
20 of the broodmares. After due con- 
sideration the offer was refused, as it was 
felt it would have an adverse effect in the 
effort to sell the remaining bloodstock. 


Saturday, March 13, 1948 


Mr. Widener 
$350.000 for all the bloodstock,. 


then made a second offer, 
stallions, 
mares, foals at foot, and yearlings. This 
proposition was weighed and finally re- 
jected. Mr. Widener then asked the execu- 
tors how much they would take for all 
the stock, and to his surprise and gratifica- 
tion was told they could be bought for 
$365.000. 


As the saying is, it was a deal. The 
money was paid over and Mr. Widener 


immediately advertised that the whole stud. 
that is, the stallions, mares, and foals at 
foot. would be sold by public auction. 

The sale was held May 15, 1925 and 
realized a total of $782.000. 

Fair Play was purchased by Joseph E. 
Widener (Adolphe Pons was “the voice” ) 
for $100,000, Messenger by Edward Beale 
McLean for $25,000, and *Hourless by 
Rogers Caldwell for $16,000. 

When the mares with foals at foot were 
sold it developed that Mr. Widener had 
purchased 17 of them. He was represented 
by A. J. Joyner, Charles H. Berryman, and 
Ernest E. Coussell. The mares acquired

daughter, then Mrs. Carter Leidy. 


The entire sale totaled $782.000. se Mr. 
Widener got Fair Play and 17 mares for 
practically nothing. That is, they were 
charged back to him for $423.400. Add 
to this the $365,000 paid by him to the 
Belmont estate, making a total of $788.- 
400, we find a difference of $6,400, the 
actual cost to Mr. Widener for Fair Play, 
17 mares, some with foals at foot, and the 
yearlings of 1925. among which was 
Chance Shot. 

Actually the 17 mares got for almost 
nothing were not a big bargain, taken 
collectively. *Blue Glass later produced 
Novelist, Hurry Off. and Unbreakable. 
*Catalpa bred Best Play; *Pasta. Hasti- 
past; *Qu’Elle est Belle 2nd, Rurik; and 
*Quelle Chance, Pari-Mutuel. The others 
were practically worthless, which is not 
strange when it is considered that eleven 
of them had more than half their lives 
behind them.

Unbeaten Ungar 
Tops 2-Year-Olds 


MELBOURNE 

Ungar. a stylish black colt by Law 
Maker from Viennese. and named after a 
famous Austrian lawyer of many years 
ago. is the outstanding 2-vear-old of the 
day in Australia. At Caulfield on Satur- 
day. February 21 he defeated the brilliant 
Scotwyn (St. Magnus—Scottish Maid) 
without effort in the Merson Cooper Stakes 
of six furlongs and showed that his suc- 
cess was no fluke by running the six fur- 


longs in 1:1114, only a second outside of 


the track record. 

Ungar which cost 1.000 guineas as a 
yearling. is unbeaten in five starts and 
was to have his next run in the Sires Pro- 
duce Stakes at Flemington February 28. 
when he would again be opposed to Scot- 
wyn. They met for the first time in the 
Merson Cooper Stakes in which Scotwyn 
was always an odds-on favorite with Un- 
gar a 7-to-4 chance. Scotwyn had won 
four times from five starts before the 
Cooper Stakes. It was thought his great 
speed would be too much for Ungar. 
which has never been a good beginner.

Actually, Scotwyn’s pace made the race 
for Ungar on which Harold Badger rode 
one of his best races. Ungar moved into 
second place on the turn where Scotwyn 
was nearly three lengths in front. Scot- 
wyn fought on well enough in the run 
home but Ungar won. coasting. by a 
length. with his ears pricked. It seems 
possible he will not be beaten as a 2-year- 
old. Ungar is trained by Fred Hoysted. 
a leading Melbourne trainer for many 
years and owned by two old friends in 
Percy Lennon and W. McAfee. 

Ungar ‘has now won more than £3.600 
in stakes and he seems certain to stay. 
He wins his races well at the right end 
and there has not been the slightest sugges- 
tion of a fluke in any of his five wins. 


ROYAL GEM. Less than an hour after 
Ungar had imprinted the seal of class on 
his brief career, an old friend in Royal 
Gem won the rich Futurity Stakes. 

Royal Gem had arrived from Adelaide 
(South Australia) only a few days before 
the running of the Futurity Stakes. which 
is worth £3,000 and run over seven fur- 
longs. Earlier this month he won a sprint 


race in Adelaide with 135 pounds and it 
was his first start since last November. 

He never looked better than when he 
went to the post for the Futurity, in which 
his owner. George Bedman. wagered £4.000 
on him and got 4 to 1 for most of it. 

Columnist (Genetout — Pen Name), 
which carried all before him in the spring 
in Melbourne, was hurried from Sydney 
for the Futurity but he missed a_ place, 
being sadly in lack of a race. His owner 
Frank Packer. of Sydney. thought he 
would win and lost more than £5,000 on 
his horse. 

The winner ran right up to his best 
form. He was forced to go a little wide 
on the home turn but once in the straight 
he ran home in great style to defeat Star 
Port (Portofino—La Pleiade) and another 
South Australian in Money Moon (Mani- 
toba—Lovely Scotland). 

Royal Gem is by Dhoti (by Dastur) 
from French Gem (dam of the Victoria 
Derby winner Beau Gem), and was bred 
by Mr. Badman, one of the lucky men of 
the Australian turf. He won the Vic- 
toria Derby with the first colt (Beau Gem) 
he ran in the famous classic and with 
Royal Gem alone, he has won £23,850 in 
stakes. 

Royal Gem won a Caulfield Cup of 12 
furlongs with 126 pounds on his back and 
a Goodwood Handicap in Adelaide with 
129 as a 3-year-old. In the Futurity he gave 
a real show of his ability by running the 
seven furlongs in 1:2414 under 142 pounds, 
which included a penalty of 15 pounds. 


Attley beat one horse in the Futurity, 
and he will soon be retired to the stud. 
He is by Portofino from Coveshaw and 
has had a brilliant career during which 
he won more than £21,000. Last year he 
won the Futurity with 146 pounds in 1:24 
but he is “burnt out” as a race horse now. 

Amelia (Manitoba—Pick Me Up) won 
the Woodcliff Handicap for stayers in good 
style and is favorite for the Australian 
Cup of £3.250 to be run over 17% fur- 
longs on March 6 at Flemington. 


GREEN HORSE 


Cavaliere, a 7-year-old considered by 
his trainer as too green for the Grand 
National, defeated nine eligibles for Eng- 
land’s big jumping event when he won the 
National Hunt Handicap on the opening 
day of the National Hunt Festival at 
Cheltenham, March 2. Royal Mount was 
second and the best-placed Grand Na- 
tional entry was the French-bred Soda 
Two, who finished third. Weevil, quoted 
recently at 28 to 1 for the big race, fell. 


Dan Lamont, who claimed El Mono for 
$10.000 last summer. in the last week of 
the Hialeah Park meeting claimed a 2- 
year-old named Arose from Mrs. Vera S. 
Bragg for another $10,000.

More Horses for the U.S. A; 


Boussae yes Brazilian Prize 


Rio dE JANEIRO 

Several good South American horses 
have been shipped recently to the United 
States by air—a means of transportation 
which is becoming almost common  prac- 
tice in South America also. Most con- 
spicuous among them is Doubtless. Argen- 
tina’s champion 3-year-old of 1947, for 
whom John Hay Whitney paid 435.000 
Argentine pesos [ roughly, $109,000]. He 
was shipped by air from Buenos Aires to 
Aiken, S.C. Among his Greentree stable- 
mates is another Argentine horse pre- 
viously sent into the United States, the 
stakes-winner Peixoto. 

Another air shipment from Buenos Aires 
to the United States comprised the stakes 
winner Rialto and the good winners Ispa- 
han. Erin. and Bois Jolie. None of them 
is of the same rank as Doubtless. which 
is perhaps the best South American horse 
—on performance at the race track—ever 
sent into North America. 

Northward also, but not for the United 
States, were shipped by air Bambino (he 
was, with Doubtless and Nigromante. one 
of the three leading Argentine horses in 
1947), the stakes-winning filly Tyroleza. 
the good handicappers Sommelier and 
Telemaco, from Buenos Aires to Rio de 
Janeiro. They are owned by the powerful 
Seabra Stable and are intended to run at 
Gavea. 

Bambino is going to try against our un- 
beaten champion Heliaco. He was entered 
also for the Ascot Gold Cup. but his 
owners intend to make him run in our 
big race, thus leaving the opportunity to 
invade England for another year. 


BOUSSAC’S PLANS. Francois de Brig- 
nac, representative of the great French 
breeder and owner Marcel Boussac. is 
now in South America and said to me that 


Mr. Boussae intends to send one of his 
top horses for the Empire City Gold Cup, 
in New York, and another one into Brazil, 
for the Grande Premio Brasil. our richest 
race, at weight-for-age. 

He came to see things here and it ap- 
pears that, if nothing goes wrong with the 
plan, we shall see Boussac’s colours this 
year at Gavea. Possibly the horse which 
comes for the Grande Premio Brasil will 
go on into Buenos Aires. for the Gran 
Premio Carlos Pellegrini. over the same 
distance of 17 miles. 

The Brazilian Jockey Club issued the 
program for stakes races in 1948 a week 
ago. It bears many important improve- 
ments for which this bystander contributed 
a littke with many articles in Brazilian 
papers. One of them is that the Grande 
Premio Brasil will be really open, omit- 
ting the penalty for imported horses which 
was used for long years. Now this very 
important cup race, richest in South 
America (the winner gets one million 
cruzeiros, about $50,000). will be truly 
at weight-for-age. 

Horses bred north of the equator 
(European, North American) will be 
weighted as follows: 3-year-olds, 121 
pounds; 4-year-olds and up, 125.4 pounds. 
South American horses: 4-year-olds, 121 
pounds; 5-year-olds and up, 125.4 pounds. 

The reason for the different treatment 
is that our foaling season begins on July 
1, yours on January 1. Our second-season 
horses are just turned 4-year-olds in Au- 
gust. when the race is due to be run, yours 
are only 3-year-olds. The fact is, we in 
South America take into account that 
your breeding season is different from 
ours, while you don’t. Another thing, at 
the time of the race our 3-year-olds are 
juveniles, just beginning their 3-year-old

season, for they have been 2-year-olds up 
to June 30. 

Among the 49 stakes races programmed, 
the other important change was the date 
for the Grande Premio Distrito Federal, 
our St. Leger. over the same distance of 
the Grande Premio Brasil. i.e.. about 
17, miles. That race was formerly run in 
August, after the big international race, 
when the starters were already 4-year-olds, 
in spite of its being the third leg of our 
3-year-old Triple Crown. 

Now its date is changed to June 27, 
Thus it will be run before the big inter. 
national event and at a time when starters 
are still 3-year-olds. In consequence. the 
Cruzeiro do Sul (Derby). which was 
always run on the first Sunday of June. 
was put on May 30. to give more time for 
the horses to be trained up from the 2.400 
meters (112 miles) to 3.00 meters (17% 
miles). 


URUGUAY. Argentina’s current rae- 
ing is for second-raters. The “classical” 
season at Buenos Aires will begin in May, 
with the 2-year-old races. Meanwhile. Uru- 
guayan racing is having its big summer 
season, with the “internationals” being run 
at Maronas. while in Brazil the Cidade 
Jardim race course offers the beginning 
of its big cup races. In Chile. the Vina 
del Mar track offered the Derby. which 
was won by the outsider El Colchaguino, 
ridden by famous Oswaldo Ulloa, first 
jockey for the Paula Machado Stable in 
Brazil. Ulloa went to Chile on vacation 
and was invited for the race. 

On January 18 the Maronas track at 
Montevideo. Uruguay. offered a good card 
with two important stakes. the Carlos 
Pellegrini Handicap. over 2.500 meters. 
and the Benito Villanueva. over 1.600 
meters. The former is a very important 
race. and in its field were some of the 
best Uruguayan-owned horses. along with 
Lord Law. shipped from Argentina for 
the race. Favorite was Vuecencia, a chest- 
nut 3-year-old. bred in Argentina but 
owned in Uruguay. which had been third 
to Uranio and Polvorin, in front of Doubt- 
less. in the big race of Uruguay. the Jose 
Pedro Ramirez. run previously. 

The favorite took the front at the start 
and won from flag to finish, by four 
lengths at the post. in the good time of 
2:3315 for the distance. which is a little 
less than 215 furlongs. Second. was 
Rancho Noble. with Lord Law third and 
Mingo fourth in the field of six. Vuecencia 
is by Cute Eyes (a great stayer in Argen- 
tina. sire also of Doubtless. and now sold 
to Uruguay) out of Mam’zelle. by Adam’s 
Apple—Juventas. by Botafogo. 

The other stakes was won in a strong 
rush at the finish by the 5-year-old chest- 
nut horse Eolo. a son of British Empire 
out of Scotch Salmon. by Salmon Trout out 
of Valeta. by Valens. Second was Perico 
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Carioca, third Carterista. Time for the 
1.600 meters (about one mile) was 1:3615. 


BRAZIL. On January 25, the Cidade 
Jardim race course. at Sao Paulo. Brazil. 
offered its championship race for fillies and 
mares. the Grande Premio Vinte e Cinco 
de Janeiro, over 2.000 meters (about 114 
miles). The field of 15 ineluded all the 
best mares in training and some of the 
top juvenile fillies. Favorite was the bril- 
liant Garbosa Bruleur, now returning to 
her best form. 

Paula Machado’s 4-year-old Hainan 
made a very fast pace from the beginning, 
but Garbosa Bruleur kept at her heels, 
took the lead easily in the stretch, win- 
ning by several lengths in a canter, in 
spite of which she was times in 2:02, a 
really wonderful time. Second was Hai- 
nan. third Hulha, and fourth Mision, in a 
field which included the top Uruguayan- 
bred Fiducia. } 

Owned by lucky man J. Buarque de 
Macedo, of Rio de Janeiro, Garbosa Bru- 
leur’s pedigree was given to readers in 
connection with her Oaks win last year. 
She is a daughter of Tintoretto from the 
good stakes winner and better producer 
Lolita. by *Ksar. out of Ilma Demurska. 
by Oliver Goldsmith. She is now four, 
and I think she will be the “queen” of 
our racing in 1948. 

Another good stakes was seen at Cidade 
Jardim on February 1. when the Grande 
Premio Governador do Estado, over 2.000 
meters (about 114 miles) was offered. for 
3-vear-olds and up. No 3-year-old was 
started. and a field of 11 good horses ran. 
C. G. da Rocha Faria’s Erebus led all the 
way. with Paula Machado’s brilliant 
sprinter Holkar always second, Brote 
third. There was no strong pace, and 
when the real race began Erebus resisted 
the rush of Holkar to win by a little more 
than a length. 

Erebus is a good 4-year-old Argentine- 
bred horse. by British Empire out of 
Hampa. by Hunter’s Moon from Parole, 
by Perrier. He may lack stamina. as the 
majority of the British Empire horses do. 
in spite of the powerful staying blood of 
Hunter’s Moon on the dam’s side. | think 
the mile is his best distance. His time 
for the Governador do Estado was 2:03, 
inferior to that of the filly Garbosa Bruleur 
a week earlier. In the beaten field was 
Fiducia. which finished fourth, much 
better placed than in Garbosa Bruleur’s 
race.

rounded program service in the public 
interest of particular communities might 
certainly well be an interest in sports. 
Proceeding then to consider. specifically, 
the particular format of the WWDC horse 
racing sports programs with a view to 
determining whether they were designed to 
assist in carrying on illegal activities or 
in contributing to a well rounded program 
service, the FCC concluded that WWDC’s 
application for renewal should be granted 

on the following grounds: 


In applying these considerations to the 
pending application for renewal filed by 
Capital Broadcasting Company (WWDC), 
we reach the conclusion that the applica- 
tion should be granted. It appears from 
the facts submitted that the WWDC pro- 
grams devoted to disseminating racing in- 
formation in themselves present no sub- 
stantial question. The information broad- 
cast is obtained from regular news services 
and the broadcasts do not deal exclusively 
with racing information. The information 
given is not presented with such urgency 
or in such detail as to suggest that it is 
primarily designed to be of assistance to 
those who may be engaged in betting or 
gambling on horseracing, which is illegal. 
District of Columbia Code, Section 22-1508. 
Only the results of the races and_pari- 
mutuel prices are announced. There is a 
10 to 15 minute interval between the run- 
ning of the race and the announcement of 
the results over the air, and the sponsors of 
the program appear to be reputable mer- 
chandising and service enterprises in the 
community with no connection with betting 
or gambling on_ horseracing. 

It further appears from the information 
presented in the application for renewal 
of license of WWDC that the remainder 
of its program service presents no question, 
and affirmatively gives recognition to 
various substantial needs and interests in 
the community. Thus, attention is given 
to local civic affairs and projects, presen- 
tation of controversial issues of local and 
national importance, and the program serv- 
ice reflects a recognition by the licensee 
of the station’s function in the life of the 
community. 


Although the FCC's decision in the 
WWODC case can be squarely cited only 
as authority for the proposition that the 
mere broadcasting of race results, in and 
of itself, does not place a license in 
jeopardy, it would further appear that 
the carrying of these horse racing pro- 
grams has been given a clean bill of health 
by the Federal regulatory agency if the 
following precautions are observed in 
carrying those programs: 


(1) Limitation of content of horse rae. 
ing programs to results (including off 
times) and prices. (These are the indis. 
pensible items in which this special-type 
audience is interested. This limitation 
will therefore not destroy the audience 
value of these programs to the station.) 


(2) Establishment of a substantial time 
interval. not less than 10 minutes, between 
the running of the race and the announce. 
ment of the result by the station. (This 
time interval is also acceptable to the 
special audience interested in horse rac- 
ing programs, just so long as the result 
is given in advance of the running of the 
next race.) 


(3) Establishment of procedures to in- 
sure that racing results do not interrupt 
other programs. (The former practice 
of some Eastern stations was to break into 
even a three-minute recording to give the 
result of a race. This is a definitely bad 
practice. ) 

(4) Obtainment of the information 
broadcast from regular services, 
rather than a scratch sheet. (This is the 
normal practice with stations carrying 
these programs.) 

(5) Absolute exclusion from program 
sponsorship by racing publications or 
scratch sheets. (Some Eastern stations 
have carried these programs under the 
sponsorship of Armstrong’s, the most 
widely sold scratch sheet in the business. 
Sponsors should be limited to reputable 
merchandising and service enterprises.) 

(6) Maintenance of over-all station pro- 
gram balance considering the horse rac- 
ing programs carried. 


While the question thus remains whether 
radio stations should carry these up-to-the 
minute racing results programs(t+), it is 
now reasonably clear that they may, and 
without risking their valuable license to 
operate, if the minimum precautions above 
outlined are carefully followed. 


*Thus, FCC Commissioner Paul A. Walker, in a 
separate concurring opinion in the WWDC case, 
categorically stated that “programs devoted to the 
dissemination of horse racing information are not 
in the public interest. However, since a review of 
the overall program service of Station WWDC shows 
that, in general, it is operating in the public 
interest, he will not, on the basis of this factor 
alone, vote for a denial in this case, and concurs 
in the granting of the renewal of license.”
